ON SECESSION; MAY DO IT LATER 





Question of Who Will Stand 
Costs Results in Matter 
Being Delayed 





COUNCIL IS DIVIDED 





Upland Will Supply Territory 
With Water if Vote 
Changes Cities 





Ontario city council failed last 
night to call an election on the 
secession-annexation question. 

. When that city is officially as- 
sured that Upland. will stand all 
‘or & part of the election costs and 
when the council has, before it a 
copy of the petition of 103 per- 
sons in the affected territory, it 
will then in all probability set a 
date for the voters to express their 
wish as to which city they would 
rather be in. 

Generally, it was admitted by 
‘the Ontario councilmen that voters 
‘in the territory west of Euclid and 
north of the Santa Fe tracks will 
vote to leave Ontario and join Up- 
Jand. 

N, H. Garrison wanted .to go 
ahead with the proceedings and ac- 
cept a tentative offer from Up- 
land to pay half of the costs. 

“7 don’t see why they shouldn’t 
pay all of it,” E. H. Jolliffe, city 
attorney, declared. 

“Those have been our people for 
a long time, and I think the cour- 
tesy of paying at least half the 
election costs will be a gesture of 
goodwill,” Mr. Garrison returned. 

Cc. E. Mead joined in with: “T 

wan't see why Upland should not 
pay. Those people will undoubted- 
ly vote it and Upland will get the 
tax, money.” 
' Edward E, Gray, Upland city at- 
torney, had informed the Ontario 
council that a certified copy of the 
petition would be forwarded to 
them immediately, and explained 
that he believed the Upland city 
council would be willing to stand 
a part or all of the costs, if On- 
tario thought such a thing was 
just, 

Mr. Jolliffe had written to Mr. 
Gray about the election expense 
and who would pay the bill. Cost 
of the election was estimated to 
be about $150. 

Mr. Jolliffe took the attitude that 
Ontario doesn’t want to get rid 
of those residents bad enough to 
pay for the election. On his re- 
commendation that no action be 
taken until word is received from 
Upland, the council dropped the 
matter. “We will call the election 

“if they pay,” Mr. Jolliffe added. 

Water mains will remain with 
the land and if the election changes 
the district to Upland, it will be 
up to Upland to supply the water 
needs, it was brought out by Aus- 
tin Burt, Ontario city service man- 
ager.
